by gatheringo? getting together ſuch Gold oz Silner,o2 by packing vp the ſame fit foꝛ tranſpoztation, 
oꝛ tonueving the ſame to oꝛ towards any Pozt,Hauen, oz other place of expoꝛtation, oꝛ by any other 
way,meane, oz colour whatloeuer. And that all e ſinguler Goldſmiths, Werchants,xtheir Factozs, 
Walters ot ſhips, Mariners, Paſſengers, and all other perſons whatſoeuer, that ſhall haue any

the Cinque pPoꝛts,. oꝛ his Deputte, oz to ſome of his Maieſties learned Counſell; foꝛ which diltouerie 
they ſhall reteine in reward the one halfe ofthe laid Gold oꝛ Siluer, oꝛ of the value thereof being ſet- 
zed 02 recouered to his Maieſties ble: And on the other part, if they ſhall not diſcouer the lame, they 
hall incurre and reteiue condigne puniſhment, as by the Lawesof this his Maieſties Realme, oz 
by his Pꝛerogatiue Royall ſhall be meete to be inflicted vpon them. And foz auoydingofall vnnece[- 
lar conſumptton and waſte of Stlner and Gold within this Realme, which is much p:actiſed oflate 
'byſome Goldſmithes and Refiners, and thoſe that vſe the manufacture of Gold and Siluer thzeed; 
'Þis Mateſtte doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command, that no Finer of Gold oz Siluer, noꝛ parter 
or the ſame by fire ox water, from hencefo2th allap no fine Siluer,noz Gold, noꝛ none ſell in any other 
wWile, ne to any perſon oꝛ perſons, but only tothe Officers of his Maieſties Mynts, Changes, and 
Goldlmithes within this Realme,only fo:the augmentation and amending of Copne and Plate: 
And that no Finer noꝛ Finers,Parter noz Parterslell to no perſon any manner of Siluer in Maſſe 
molten and allaped and that no Goldſmith within this Realme melt o2 allay any fine Siluer, but 
-only foꝛ making of Amels and foꝛ amending of Plate, to make it as good as ſterling, as by the Sta- 
tute in that tale is pꝛouided: Noꝛ that they ſell no fine Siluer, noꝛ other Siluer allayed, molten into 
Malle to any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, noꝛone Goldſmith to another: But that the Statute 
in this behalfe made in the fourth yeere of His Maieſties moſt noble pꝛogenitoꝛ King Henry the ſe- 
uenth be in all points duly obſerued and kept, vpon paine that euery perſon,offending to the contra- 
rp, ſhall incurre his Maieſties High indignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch puniſhment as by che 
Law oꝛ by His Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Koyall may beinflicted foꝛ ſuch miſdemeanoz & contempt. 
And foꝛ that the making of Gold and Siler thꝛeed is found to be a great waſte e conſumption of 
.Copne t Bullion ofthe Realme;Therfoze His Maieſtie doth further pꝛohibite e foꝛbid all making of 
Gold and Siluer thꝛeed, of what kind ſoeuer.oꝛ by whatſoener name it be called within this his Bas 
ieſties Realme: And doth ſtraitly charge and command, that no perlſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, from 
the leaſt of Saint Michael the Archangell next enſuing, ſhall pzelume to bup, oꝛ put to ſale any Sold 
9 Siluer thzeed, made within any His Maieſties Dominions, vpon paine to incurre the bttermoſt 
ſeueritie ofthe tenlure and puniſhments akfoze mentioned.
